UL—Governor 
Pinehot Monday placed the blame for 
the present flood of liquor in the 
state upon the Ailuro of the legisla­ 
ture to pass the two bills that would 
have given him control of breweries 
and distilleries. 
If these laws had been enacted, he 
said, the state would have been in 
position to enforce probation with­ 
out depending upon the federal ad­ 
ministration to use its powers. 
The governor made this statement 
before the first annual convention of 
the Pennsylvania State Council of Re­ 
publican Women at the Penn-Harris 
Hotel. 
Several hundred women were 
present, representing 108 local coun­ 
cils in forty-eight counties. 
Mrs. Coolidge, wife of the presi­ 
dent, sent a message of congratula­ 
tions and encouragement to the coun­ 
cil. It was read to the convention by 
Mrs. Hannah M.. Durham, and is in 
part: 
“It is good to know of the enthu­ 
siasm with which, in all parts of the 
country, women are acquainting them­ 
selves with public questions, and pre­ 
paring to bear their part of the re­ 
sponsibility with the fullest equipment 
of knowledge and understanding. 
“The Pennsylvania women seem to 
have been particularly active in this 
regard, and for that reason are en­ 
titled to a special consideration and 
felicitation.” 
Governor Pinehot described the or­ 
ganization of the council as one of the 
greatest haupenings in the state. He 
was applauded generously when he 
drove home his position in the liquor 
situation by saying: 
“If the state had had the enforce­ 
ment power that the federal govern­ 
ment possesses, saloons would not be 
in operation today in defiance of the 
law. 
“The job isn’t done yet, but I am 
here to say that it will be done. When 
a moral issue such as this is brought 
before tho people of the state and na­ 
tion, there can be but one outcome, 
and that its success.
